"We must go back on-our knoes 
before we can rise again." he said. 


Must Be Brutal. 


Mad nationalism that now per- 


vades tho world must give way to 
Internationalism. The democracies, 
he continued, are fighting against 
a group of international racketeers, 
thugs and cut-throats. We must 
be brutal—we must throw away our 
rulo book and fight to save our 
lives, our religion' and all that wo 
In America hold dear, he pointedly 
declared.

It has been said that a wide 
vocabulary Is the mark of an ex- 
ecutive. Whether it U or not, It Is 
certainly part of every plan for 
personal Improvement. In business, 
In social Hfe_, in every phase of liv- 
ing, it is wel Ho use clean speech 
—free of common phrases, slang, 
and certainly profanity. And re- 
member the rules of grammar that 
you learned at school—and 
use 
then:. Avoid the ordinary mistakes 
that so many people make thought- 


lessly: "ain't" for Isn't; between 
you and I"—Instead of—between 
you and mo; "she don't" rather 
than—she doesn't, and dozens of 
other such errors that make for 
careless speech and cause people 
to think you badly educated. 


There are books you can buy that 


will help you so much with correct 
speech—but I truly think thta so 
much more satisfactory results In 
voice correction can be obtained 
by study with a teacher, It Is wiser 
to take this means of Improving 
your voice. But here, as in every-

and the Black Sea, these being 
small U-boats which could be ship- 
ped overland and thus avoid pass- 
ing through the Strait of Gibral- 
tar and running the British na- 
val jrantlet. However, It would be 
unsafe to assume that his pack of 
aea- wolves isn't formidable on the 
Atlantic side. 
The brunt of attack presumably 


will be borne by shipping either 
approaching or leaving the British 
Isles, but there can bo no doubt 
that U-Boats will be haunting the 
steamship lanes far to the west and 
our own coastline It's no trick for 
tho big, long-distance sumberslbles 
to cross the Atlantic these days 
and make the return voyage. 
Even the 
smaller 
submarines 
take on roving commlslsons de- 
pending on cargo ships or isolated 
bases for refueling. 
These cargo 
boats may be German, or owned 
by friendly nations, or the prop- 
erty of those rats who always are 
ready to engage in any sort 
of 


traffic for money. 


It Is because of this threat of a 
great nazl offensive against ship- 
ping that the allies are hoping to 
persuade Eire at long last to grant 
:ho u.ie of naval bases on the west 
coast of Ireland. The need of these 
may be dire in the spring.
